The symptoms of those 
taken sick were truly alarming. 
Dizziness 
was the first 
symptoms. 
It was ac­ 
companied by nausea, which failed to re­ 
liev e itself. 
Then the .patient became un 
conscious, and remained in that condition 
sev eral hours. 
Physicians were summonded 
in ev ery direction. 
There were not enough 
doctor» on Friday morning to take care or 
the* people who were taken ill 
At least 
people were down a t the same time. 
After 
consciousness was partially restored heav y 
breathing set in. 
The symptoms were 
those 
of 
ordinary 
arsenical 
poison­ 
ing. 
Ev eryone 
was taken sick within 
twenty-four 
hours 
after 
returning 
home. 
None of the cases hav e prov en 
fatal so far, although there are at least fifty 
persons who ore still sick in bed, some o 
whom are likely to die. 
Those who were not taken eick seem to t>e 
those*who refrained from eating sandwichee 
or ate sparingly of them. 
A gentleman 
preeent at the picnic was seen Tuesday 
morning, who says he felt sure the meat in 
the sandwiches contained the poison. 
He 
ate of them, and not relishing the taste, 
declined to eat any more. 
The next morn­ 
ing 
he 
-felt 
a slight dizziness, 
and 
was ranseated for a short time. 
He 
believ es 
if 
he 
had 
eaten 
another 
sandwich he would hav e been sick with the 
rest. 
The grocer who sold the canned meat 
is almost crazed. People hav e thoughtlessly 
made serious charges against him. 
He saye 
he knew nothing of the matter; he b^ g h t 
*tne canned meat at a place in New lork 
which he supposed to be reliable. 
The cans, 
the meat, and some of the sandwiches are 
to be examined by chemista 
People are 
determined to bunt down the cause of the 
trouble. Should it be found that the canned 
meat contained any poisonous substance, 
heav y damage suits will follow.

That he was n o humbug every poin t in his 
Hie an d character goes to show.

The atmosphere in which he was raised was 
on e. of extreme religious fervor, an d he 
showed sign s of its effect from his earliest 
, year« 
On e even in g whea to had a houseful of 
youn g men he placed his back again st the 
d oor so n on e of them could escape, an d 
preached to them with such fervor that 
some cried alo ud for mercy. 
A youn g 
woman with who m he was talkin g sud d en ly 
broke away fro m him an d ran . 
He fol­ 
lowed her to the ho use of a n eighbor, an d 
sittin g d own in a 
do o r, would n ot let her 
out un til she had chosen to serve either God 
or Baton for a fortn ight 
Bhe choso the 
latter, sayin g I can ’t keep the other.” 
Loren zo solemn ly called on Goa to witn ess, 
an d ad d ed : “I'll pray God that you may 
be taken sick before the fortn ight’s up.” 
Before n ight she grew un easy, soon broke 
her promise, an d .became a con vert an d & 
member of the church.

olized tho collectin g busin ess, which used to 
bo a very large factor in the lawyer’s re­ 
ceipts. 
These claims worked in well with 
his other busin ess, an d , without takin g very 
much of his time, mad e a han d some ad d i­ 
tion to his in come d urin g the course of a 
year. 
But n ow the large reportin g an d 
collectin g agen cies have their represen ta­ 
tives all over tho coun try, an d mercan tile 
collection s aro n early all mad e through 
them. 
“The abstract offices have also taken away 
a large amoun t of busin ess that used to be 
d on e by the lawyers. 
Some years ago the 
tracin g of titles an d makin g of abstracts 
was en tirely the work of attorn eys, but it 
has n ow passed wholly out of their han d s 
in to the han d s of men who mako it a d is­ 
tin ct busin ess of its own 
Years are spen t 
in abstractin g all the lan d record s an d 
jud gmen t d ockets of the coun ty an d mak­ 
in g a complete abrid gemen t of them in the 
books of the abstractor’s office, an d after 
that the en tries are kept up from d ay to 
d ay. 
This en tails a large expen d iture of 
time an d labor, to begin with, but the books 
of such an office in time become ex tremely 
valuable an d tto busin ess highly profita­ 
ble. 
“A third reason for the d eclin e,” to con ­ 
tin ued .” is that there is n ot as much cause 
for litigation in an old as in a n ew 
caen ­ 
try. 
Titles to property become securely 
settled in tto course of time, but while the 
coun try is n ew con flictin g claims are often 
asserted which can on ly be d etermin ed by

oily guyed by a visitor from a larger to-va. 
The citizen «oJ a great city goes out of to * u 
for his summer vacation an d sn eers w.iu 
ill-bred brutal severity at everthin g that 
n ot up to the stan d ard of his own place. 
Everybod y kn ows that Lon d on is bigger 
than New York, an d it is but n atural that 
the men who are accustomed to the fuu an d 
vastuess of the great En glish metropolis 
should feel a sen se of d isappoin tmen t when 
they come over^here. 
That they show their 
con tempt so open ly an d coarsely proves 
them t > be almost as provin cial as the 
village bumpkin who makes fun the yokel. 
SECRET OF THE WHOLE QUESTION. 
Men of the world who have gain ed tha 
polish which is on ly imparted by position 
an d travel make the mistake that the ma­ 
jority of our En glish visitors d o. 
An d tn is 
is tto secret of the whole question : at least 
n in e ten ths of the En glishmen who come to 
New York an d cut such a howlin g d ash 
i profession ally, 
socially, n octurn ally, 
or 


j fin an cially are utterly un kn own in Lon d on , 
* are even un familiar with the great town , 


j an d curn e from some of the smaller man u­ 
facturin g cities of the outlyin g coun ties. 
! Yet, on ce here they run on as gran d i- 


j loqutn tly about the prin ce of Wales’ set, 
the rawiy-d aws at the Cii, the "feed s” at 
the Savage, the supers at White's an d their 
d aily can ter d own the mile, as though thor­ 
oughly in the swtiu at home an d movin g 
ban d in glove with royalty itself. 
Yet we 
have a parallel here. 
Who is more Llace, 
superior, tlamooykn t, an d siren e than the

York city when off for his two weeks in 
summer. 
Who wears a roun d -should ered 
an d n arrow-chested ten n is jacket, an id iotic 
polo cap, a&d kn ock-kn eed kn ickerbockers 
with more grace than he, an d who is on 
more familiar terms with the Astors, the Bel­ 
mon ts an d the Jays/ 
No on e, to bear him 
talk of “toolin g a d rag” d own the aven ue 
“han d * d own ,” would imagin e he was on 
an ythin g bat in timate terms with the mem­ 
bers of the Coachin g club, an d his real posi­ 
tion of slavery in town is too ghastly to be 
thought o t 
The truth of tto m atter is, that En glish­ 
men in most in stan ces d on ’t care a rap 
whether they are liked in New York or n ot. 
They look upon American s as mid d le-class 
people of absolutely n o social sign ifican ce, 
an d they feel en tire in d ifferen ce as to what 
opin ion s they create. 
Everybod y in society 
here is talkin g about the d uke of Suther­ 
lan d , who atten d ed a wed d in g breakfast a t­ 
tired in a well-worn an d ill-fittin g tweed 
shootin g-jacket an d calico shirt of red an d 
white stripe« , mad « after the fashion affected

AMAZED AT THE EFFRONTERY. 
There were other En glish n oblemen besid es 
the d uke of Sutherlan d at the breakfast, an d 
it is on ly just to them to say that they stood 
amazed at the effron tery of the titled visitor, 
an d yet his grace mean t to show n o d isre 
spect to his host, extraord in ary as his taste 
may seem. 
He regard s his visit here as 
more or less of a lark, an d to d id n ’t put on 
a black coat an d choose a suitable com­ 
pan ion for his visit, simply because hed id n 't 
con sid er the visit, the party, or the place ot 
the slightest con sequen ce. 
An other En glishman who came over here 
as a repre.*en tative of a Lon d on an d Ger­ 
man syn d icate of capitalists, which is said 
to be associated in a mysterious way witu 
Villard , of Northern Pacific lame, remarked 
at a d in n er that be believed , as far as his 
own experien ce wen t, that there on ly six 
geutlemen in America.
